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WASHINGTON  —  Collectors  may  begin  ordering  James  Buchanan’s  Liberty  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  at  noon  Eastern  Time  on 
September  2,  2010.  The  one-half  ounce  24-karat  gold  coin,  struck  at  the  United  States  Mint  at  West  Point,  will  be  available  in 
proof  and  uncirculated  qualities. 

The  Presidential  $1  Coin  Act  of  2005  contains  a  provision  for  the  continuity  of  the  First  Spouse  Coin  Program  in  the  event  that 
a  President  served  without  a  spouse.  The  provision  calls  for  a  gold  coin  to  be  issued  bearing  an  obverse  design  emblematic  of 
Liberty,  as  represented  on  a  United  States  coin  issued  during  the  President’s  period  of  service,  and  a  reverse  image 
emblematic  of  themes  of  that  President.  President  James  Buchanan  never  married. 

The  obverse  design  of  James  Buchanan’s  Liberty  First  Spouse  Gold  Coin  features  a  reproduction  of  the  Liberty  Head  Quarter 
Eagle  designed  by  Christian  Gobrecht  minted  and  issued  from  1840  to  1907. 

The  coin's  reverse  depicts  President  Buchanan  as  a  young  man  working  as  a  bookkeeper  in  his  family's  small  country  store. 
The  reverse  was  designed  by  United  States  Mint  Artistic  Infusion  Program  Associate  Designer  David  Westwood  and  sculpted 
by  United  States  Mint  Sculptor-Engraver  Joseph  Menna. 

Mintage  for  the  James  Buchanan’s  Liberty  First  Spouse  Gold  Coins  is  limited  to  15,000  across  all  product  options.  Customer 
demand  will  determine  the  ratio  of  proof  coins  to  uncirculated  coins  produced. 

Pricing  for  the  coins  will  be  based  on  the  United  States  Mint's  pricing  structure  for  precious  metals  products.  For  current 
pricing  information,  visit  http://catalog.usmint.gov/faqs-top-questions/payment-processing-charges-pricing.html.  The 
bronze  medals,  which  bear  a  likeness  of  the  gold  coin,  will  also  be  available  for  $5.50  each.
